C u t fo r » C o u rt o f L aw . 


Judge Gray in his decision says as 
the case is presented to him it is not 
necessary to consider the legal effect of 
the shot-firers’ act on the obligation of 
the contract of April 4, 1904. He says 
the question of whether the state law 
is a violation of the contract clause of 
the constitution of the United States as 
imparing the obligation of contracts is 
a Judicial question to be determined by 
a Judicial tribunal. Theonly question to 
be decided by him, Judge Gray says, Is 
whether in good conscience and equity 
under all circumstances iu the case the 
miners should reimburse the operators 
for the outlay necessary to employ the 
shot-firers required by law. 


H o w th e J u d g e A rg u e s. 


On this question he says: ‘No good 
reason can be urged, in my opinion, 
why the expense of 
such inspection 
11hut required by the law of shot-fir­ 
ers] should be imposed on the miuers. 
It is an expense made by law inciden­ 
tal to the conduct of 
mining opera­ 
tions.” 
He holds that the firing done 
by these inspectors may be, by reasoD 
of the greater regularity and 
better 
methods employed, to inure to the ben­ 
efit of the operator, so far as, to some 
extent at least, to compensate him for 
the increased.’ 
expense over the old 
mthod.

At length, aft­ 
er a more than ordinarily stu pid blu n­ 
der on tbe part of the troops, the czar 
cou ld stand it no longer, and he deter­ 
mined to preside over the drill in per­ 
son. The troops were well aware that 
the czar’s temper was on the verge of 
bu bbling over, and the knowledge so 
u nnerved them that things went from 
bad to worse u ntil at last a blu nder su ­ 
pervened—a blu nder in which officers 
and men shared alike—which proved 
the climax. 
Galloping u p to the disorganized lines 
and reining u p his charger at their 
head, livid with fu ry which he no lon­ 
ger attempted to su ppress, Pau l gave 
vent to the following original and ef­ 
fective speech: “Officers and troopers 
of the Imperial horse gu ards, right 
abou t face! Qu ick—march—to Siberia!” j 
The entire regiment, with u nbroken j 
composu re and dignity, wheeled to the 
right and started off then and there u p- j 
on their terrible march into exile. By 
the time they had arrived at a point 
lying some few days' march from the 
capital, the czar’s temper having cooled 
down, swift cou riers were dispatched 
after the exiled gu ards with news of 
the Imperial clemency, and the troops 
were allow« ! to retu rn.

S o m e T lm t C la im t o M a rk Che C e n te r 
o f t h e I n lv e r e e . 
The sacred black stone of the Man- 
chu dynasty of Chinese in Mu kden is 
the center of the u niverse, according to 
old Chinese su perstitions, and added 
venerability comes to Mu kden from the 
graves of the emperors near by. 
The Do-ring in Lassa, Tibet, Is an­ 
other center of the u niverse, which, ac­ 
cording to the Tibetan priests, ls shap­ 
ed exactly like the shou lder blade of a 
sheep. 
All distances are measu red 
from it, and it is very sacred. 
Another center is tbe kaaba, in Mec­ 
ca, a dirty black stone let into the wail 
of the most sacred mosqu e and polish­ 
ed every year by tbe lips of thou sands 
of worshipers. 
The Arabic word for 
stone, “hagar,” appears in Scriptu ral 
writings as a proper name. The Mecca 
pilgrimage is a “haj,” and those who 
have taken it are known as “hadjl.” 
Even so sane a people as the ancient 
Greeks came pretty near worshiping a 
stone— the “omphalos,” or center of the 
earth, at Delphi. The Romans set u p a 
stone of great consequ ence in Rome, 
bu t for pu rposes of measu rement, not 
worship, and so the “London stone” of 
today is u sed.—Lou don Telegraph.
